sacrifices that previously were a

| the industry. 

Silver fox ranching presents great 
Pepsid possibilities. The cost of 
\feed and labour, and the: capital ex- 
jare much less than in other livestock 
industries. The average cost of the 
;unprepared feed at the experimental 
fox ranch of the department’ of agri- 
——————— |culture at Summerside, P. FE. I., for an 
‘adult fox per year has‘ been about 
$15, and for’ the feed required to 
raise a pup from birth to maturity 
about $10. A well equipped pen for 
‘one pair of foxes need not cost over 
$100, One hundred Silver .foxes can 
\readily be ranched on ten acres of 
land and do not require the attention 
of more than two men. So that
